furious pace set by Junes's team and not to the érippled condition of the Yankeas
nnd the weakness of the Athletics. The fang and vival players now admit that
the Browne are dangerous, but they seem to think that Jones is too far back to
overhaul the leaders,

Everybody seems to overlook®™the Indians, and perhaps wa have overrated
them, but If wa were managing an American Laoague team our wish at this time
would be for several dofeats at the hands of the Browns, or any other team, re-
pardlens of its position the The critiesa admit that Cleveland "hos n
chance,” but contend that the Indians are not strong enough in pitching to defeat
the Red Sox.

OR two manths Fohl has depended upon Covaleskle, Klepfer, Bagby, Heebhe and

Gould, five hurlers who were in the minor league ranks Inst year, That they
are better than the oritles bolleve Jx n cortiinty, unless the Amerienn T.eague
teams are weaker offenslvely than we huve been led to believe, as the runa tallied
agninst the Cleveland defense hnve bson foew and far between.

Many managers have been hailed as wizards hecause of the way they handle
pitchers, but if any of them surpass Lee Folil it cannot bs proved by results. The
reader might recall that earlier in the season we stated that If the Indians eracked
it would not bo the fault of the pitching. The accident te Morton threatened to
wreck the' Cleveland staff, bhut Fohl's masterful conching and handling of un-
known recruits carried the team over the rough spots, and the Indians are now
ready for the finnl spurt.

OUT IN LEAGUE BATTING RACE
Texan Has Big'Lead and Georgian Must Show

Wonderful Form to Top Batters for
Tenth Consecutive Time

I COME onee more to the cana of
Ty vi Trin, or Tria va. Ty, na you may
care to put it
For August Ia waning and the pungent
ailor of burning leaves is only a drift or
two ahead when the full eount will be in,
and when, for the first time In 10 years,
Cobb looks to be In danger of running
down with the pack.

Ten Years Ago

Cobb had his moul set on leading the
Iefigue 10 years in successlon when the 1014
campnign npr'l'u‘tL

He hegan his Arst great drive fn 1907,
with & mark of 360, and never hns been
headed sinee at the finish,

He has had his share of close calls, for
fn 1910 he beat Lajole by only a single
polnt and in 1911 he had to beat a mark of
408 to Anish first.

But close calls are woon forgotten, and for
nine years Cobb not only has led his leagus,
but his margin above the next reguiar has
been, on an average. at least 20 points

In the last four years, for example. Cobb
has averaged 23 polnts a season beyond
Jackson and Collins, who have been in soc-
ond place.

The New Danger

The two White Sox sluggers have given
Tyvrus Taymond the greatest battle. Joe
Jackson run secaond to the Georginn in 1811,
1912 and 1815. When Joe had exhausted
most of his ammunition, Eddie Colinsg took
up Lhu charge, running second In 1814 and
1915,
